The  GPGC  also  has  taken  on  the 
ongoing  responsibility  of  maintaining 
the  "Village  Garden"  on  Diamond  Street, 
just  up  from  Chenery  Street.

Supervisor  Mark  Leno  introduced  a 
resolution  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  April  5  in  which  he  commended  the 
Diamond  Super  Steering  Committee's

combination  building  consisting  of  a 
grocery/butcher  and  residential  hous- 
ing." 

In  a  press  release.  Supervisor  Leno 
said,  "Merchants  and  residents  in  Glen 
Park  have  worked  hard  to  devise  a  plan 
which  would  meet  the  needs  of  Glen 
Park  while  at  the  same  time  make  eco- 
nomic sense  for  the  property  owner. 
In  fact,  the  Association's  plan  appears 
to  be  a  completely  viable  option  to  pre- 
vent a  chain  store  takeover." 

Supervisors  Tom  Ammiano,  Alicia 
Bercerril,  Sue  Bierman,  Amos  Brown, 
Leslie  Katz,  Gavin  Newsom,  Mabel 
Teng  and  Leland  Yee  have  signed  on 
as  co-sponsors  of  the  resolution,  and  we 
thank  all  of  them  for  their  support  and 
interest  in  this  neighborhood  issue  of 
citywide  importance. 

Meanwhile,  the  Steering  Committee 
of  Diamond  Super  Site  is  still  working 
and  refining  plans  to  present  to  owner 
Anita  Stelling  of  Eugene,  Oregon.  Our 
goal  is  to  persuade  her  that  providing 
commercial  space  on  the  ground  floor.

where  the  market  used  to  be,  and  hous- 
ing on  a  second  floor,  is  in  her  economic 
interest.  Of  course,  it  is  in  our  interest 
as  well:  the  neighborhood  needs  and 
wants  a  full-service  grocery  and  Terry's 
Meat  &  Deli.  To  date  we  have  received 
more  than  1 9  letters  from  other  neigh- 
borhood and  small  merchant  organiza- 
tions supporting  our  efforts,  and  we  have 
several  hundred  petitions  and  a  bundle 
of  letters  from  individuals  supporting 
our  efforts. 

George  Cothran  of  SF  Weekly  wrote 
an  article  on  our  unique  approach  to  this 
issue  (April  14,  1999).  He  was 
impressed  that  we  were  researching  all 
aspects  of  what  kind  of  development  the 
neighborhood  wanted,  and  that  we  had 
actually  put  together  a  tentative  plan  to 
submit  to  the  owner. 

The  Steering  Committee,  co-chaired 
by  Dr.  Dan  Gustavson  and  Zoanne  Nord- 
strom, includes  Attorney  Barry  Wildorf, 
Architect  Bruce  Bonacher,  Glen  Park

Dogs  Get 
Their  Day

On  March  24,  a  number  of  dog  enthu- 
siasts, personal,  professional,  and  polit- 
ical, assembled  at  McLaren  Lodge. 
Their  intended  purpose,  an  on-going 
series  of  meetings  not  to  curb  (pardon 
the  pun)  the  population  explosion  of  ani- 
mals on  our  streets  and  in  our  parks,  but 
to  legitimize  their  presence  off  leash. 

Early  on  the  co-chair  of  the  task  force 
was  unabashed  in  his  effort  to  right  the 
wrongs  his  neighbors  perpetrated  on 
him  and  his  dog  in  Noe  Valley  by  requir- 
ing it  be  on  leash  in  his  local  park. 

He  stated  dog  feces  might  be  a  nui- 
sance but  are  not  life  threatening, 
although  they  might  taste  bad  if  a  child 
ingested  some.  Another  member  sec- 
onded this  by  saying  broken  glass  was 
more  prevalent  in  our  parks. 

Remnant  natural  areas  survived  fairly 
well  despite  the  fact  the  committee  did 
not  understand  the  significance  of  nat- 
ural areas  and  their  management.  It  was 
explained  to  us  that  baseline  animal  leg- 
islation preceded  natural  areas  man- 
agement and  would  take  precedence. 


The  committee  then  set  to  the  task  of 
legitimizing  off  leash  dog  walking  in 
Glen  Canyon  Park.  Long  known  as  San 
Francisco's  premier  significant  natural 
area,  it  has  the  city's  only  publicly  acces- 
sible year-round  stream,  and  over  150 
native  plants. 

Granted  there  are  time  constraints, 
but  given  the  lack  of  off  leash  enforce- 
ment historically,  things  do  not  bode 
well  for  the  future  of  Glen  Canyon  Park. 

While  removal  of  invasive  exotic 
plants  and  restoration  of  our  natural  areas 
is  our  goal,  plants  can  be  controlled. 

Unleashed  dogs,  however,  dig  into 
the  soil,  chasing  gophers,  creating  ero- 
sion problems,  and  suffocating  adjacent 
plant  communities. 

Dog  owner.  Recreation  and  Park 
assistant  superintendent,  and  commit- 
tee chair,  Mike  Morlin  says  ample  sig- 
nage will  be  in  place  regarding  rules  and 
regulations  in  all  off  leash  areas. 

Because  the  hour  was  late,  the  com- 
mittee did  not  touch  on  enforcement, 
penalties  or  a  host  of  other  issues. 

Judging  by  the  tenor  of  those  in  atten- 
dance we  are  seeing  another  polariza- 
tion of  citizenry,  a  new  political  special 
interest  group  or  both.

In  Glen  Canyon  Park 


Spring  seemed  late  in  coming  to  Glen 
Canyon  Park  this  year.  Just  when  it  seemed 
we  were  going  to  have  warm  sunny  weather, 
the  clouds  would  move  in  and  there  would  be 
more  days  of  rain.  Some  people  have  said 
that  the  flowers  were  later  this  year.  It 
seemed  to  me  they  were  right  on  time  as 
usual,  although  there  were  fewer  of  them. 

There  are  so  many  variables  that  affect  the 
growth  and  flowering  of  plants  that  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  determine  just  why  a  plant  is  not  per- 
forming as  we  expect.  A  couple  of  years  ago 
Jake  Sigg,  president  of  the  Yerba  Buena 
Native  Plant  Society,  gave  me  some 
columbine  seeds  from  Glen  Canyon  Park  to 
grow  for  the  canyon.  Being  from  Nebraska, 
I  waited  until  early  Spring  to  plant  the  seeds. 
Months  later  I  got  tired  of  looking  at  the  bare 
planting  mix  and  dumped  it.   When  I  told 


Jake  how  none  of  the  seeds  had  germinated  I 
found  out  that  columbine  seeds  are  triggered 
by  the  amount  of  daylight.  The  proper  time 
to  start  columbine  from  seed  is  in  the  Fall 
when  days  are  shorter  and  Winter  rains  will 
soon  begin. 

Some  plants  need  dry  conditions,  others 
wet.  Some  need  a  period  of  cold  weather  and 
others  need  heat.  Some  seeds  need  fire  or  to 
be  scarified  by  weather  or  passing  through 
the  gut  of  an  animal.  Some  of  the  grasses 
grow  better  when  the  old  foliage  is  removed 
either  by  fire  or  by  a  grazing  animal.  Plants 
are  also  affected  by  the  type  of  soil  and  the 
minerals,  microbes  and  other  components  of 
the  earth! 

Our  native  plants  evolved  in  a  climate  low 
in  nitrogen.  Garden  and  lawn  fertilizers  and 
the  exhaust  from  cars  have  introduced  large 
amounts  of  nitrogen  into  the  air  and  water. 
The  non-native  plants  are  thriving  on  this 
excess  of  nitrogen  and  out-compete  the 
natives.

The  shooting  stars  bloomed  in  February 
this  year.  The  three  known  patches  of  plants 
in  the  canyon  were  large  but  the  number  of 
blossoms  were  disappointingly  few.  Last 
year  we  didn't  see  any  flowers.  This  year 
only  one  of  the  flowers  appeared  to  set  seed. 
The  Friends  of  Glen  Canyon  have  been  hop- 
ing to  gather  seed  in  order  to  introduce  more 
shooting  stars  to  the  Canyon  but  we  must 
wait  for  a  better  seed-producing  year. 

In  March  the  pink-flowering  currants  were 
at  their  peak  and  in  April  the  columbine  was 
at  its  best.  The  buttercups  were  plentiful  this 
Spring  and  the  poppies  came  out  in  full  force 
in  April.  They  were  quite  spectacular  on  the 
west  side  of  O'Shaughnessy  Boulevard. 

Red-tailed  hawks  returned  to  the  canyon, 
to  the  same  nest  they  have  used  for  the  past 
three  or  more  years.  The  female  began  sit- 
ting on  the  nest  in  early 
March.  The  eggs  should 
hatch  in  about  30  or  35 
days  and  chicks  should  be 
seen  by  the  time  this  is 
published. 

A  great  blue  heron  was 
seen  in  Glen  Canyon  this 
Spring.  It  was  just  stop- 
ping by  on  its  way  else- 
where. Its  preferred  food 
is  fish.  People  living  near 
Golden  Gate  Park  have 
found  their  goldfish  ponds 
emptied  by  these  large 
birds.  Herons  are  also 
known  to  eat  rats,  mice, 
gophers  and  snakes  so  this 
one  might  have  had  a 
snack  in  our  park  before 
flying  on. 

Steller's  jays  were  seen  in  the  park  this 
year.  This  is  surprising.  For  more  than  20 
years  no  Steller's  jays  have  been  seen  in  San 
Francisco  though  they  are  common  in  all  the 
counties  around  the  city.  The  Steller's  jay  is 
a  large  blue  bird  with  a  black  head  and  a 
black  crest.  The  jay  that  is  common  to  San 
Francisco  is  the  scrub  jay,  a  blue  bird  with  a 
grey  back,  light  underparts  and  no  crest. 

Garter  snakes  are  numerous  in  the  canyon 
this  Spring,  or  perhaps  I  have  been  noticing 
them  more.  It  seems  as  if  I  have  seen  at  least 
one  every  time  I  have  gone  into  the  canyon. 
Their  yellow  and  red  stripes  were  bright  and 
shiny,  like  they  had  put  on  a  new  Spring  suit. 
I  got  a  surprise  one  afternoon  while  remov- 
ing cape  ivy  from  under  the  willows  along 
the  creek.  I  reached  under  a  stump  to  pull  out 
a  handful  of  ivy  roots  and  came  up  with  a 
snake.  I  don't  know  which  of  us  was  the 
more  startled.

A  Guide  for  the  Perplexed

Contracts:  Think  before  you  sign 


Many  people  are  intimidated  by 
printed  contracts  and  tend  to  assume  that 
the  law  will  ensure  that  their  interests 
are  protected.  Not  necessarily  true.  The 
contracts  that  businesses  issue  for  goods 
or  services  are  primarily  designed  to 
protect  the  business. 

If  you  want  to  be  a  shrewd  consumer 
and  avoid  later  arguments  over  price, 
quality  or  delivery,  you  must  read  a  con- 
tract carefully.  Be  sure  that  any  impor- 
tant promises  the  salesperson  makes  are 
written  into  the  contract  or  sales  receipt. 
The  law  will  not  save  you  from  agree- 
ing to  a  contract  that  is  not  in  your  inter- 
est. 

You  can  modify  any  contract  by 
adding  or  deleting  anything  as  long  as 
the  other  party  initials  the  change  (for 
big-ticket  items  it's  best  to  get  the  super- 
visor or  manager  to  sign).  If  the  busi- 
ness won't  agree  to  your  changes,  see  if 
you  can  negotiate  mutually  acceptable 
terms.  If  you  can't,  then  consider 
whether  you  want  to  do  business  with 
that  firm. 

Here  are  some  typical  things  to  look 
for: 

-  Delivery  in  the  future.  Be  sure  a  def- 
inite delivery  date  is  included  (or  if  the 
exact  date  isn't  known,  then  delivery  to 
be  made  on  or  before  (date).  If  you 
are  signing  up  for  a  year's  service  (health 
club,  dating  service,  modeling  school, 
etc.),  make  sure  there  is  a  cancellation 
clause  that  will  let  you  out  if  you  decide 
to  cancel  early  (client  may  cancel  this 
contract  at  any  time  upon  30  days  notice 
and  receive  a  pro-rata  refund  for  the 
unused  portion). 

-  Warranties.  Does  it  include  parts 
and  labor?  Who  pays  the  shipping  to 
and  from  the  repair  station?  Exactly 
what  is  covered,  and  for  how  long? 

-  Returns.  If  you  are  not  satisfied, 
how  long  a  period  do  you  have  in  which 
to  return  the  item?  Will  you  get  a  full 
refund  or  only  a  store  credit? 

-  Special  Order  Goods.  Be  sure  the 
exact  make  and  model  number  of  the 
item  are  specified,  as  well  as  whether 
substitutions  or  close  matches  are  per- 
mitted. 

-  Internet  Shopping.  Be  sure  you 
know  all  the  charges,  including  ship- 
ping and  handling  (S&H),  before  you 
buy.  On  some  sites  S&H  may  not  appear 


until  the  very  end.  Sometimes  S&H 
may  be  inflated,  so  compare  with  other 
sites  and  stores  before  you  buy.  Inter- 
net shopping,  while  convenient,  can  be 
risky.  Print  out  all  material  promises 
and  claims.  Before  buying,  find  out 
the  guarantees,  return  and  refund  poli- 
cies, location  for  repairs,  where  the  com- 
pany is  actually  located,  and  who  to  con- 
tact for  customer  service.  Keep  a  printed 
record  of  exactly  what  you  purchased, 
the  date,  price  and  terms  of  sale.  When 
it  comes  to  consumer  protection,  buy- 
ers are  pretty  much  on  their  own.  The 
Internet  makes  it  easy  for  scam  artists, 
so  be  very  careful  and  ask  the  right  ques- 
tions before  you  buy. 

Consumer  protection  for  retail  pur- 
chases can  be  frustrating  and  time  con- 
suming if  you  try  to  get  public  agencies 
to  come  to  your  rescue.  Some  will  try 
to  mediate  on  your  behalf  ;  if  that  does- 
n't work,  often  the  only  recourse  is  small 
claims  court  for  amounts  under  $5,000. 
Even  that  may  not  be  practical  for  Inter- 
net purchases.  If  you  want  better  con- 
sumer protection,  write  your  state  and 
federal  legislators.

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Supervisors 
Eye  Living 
Wage  Bill

Supervisor  Tom  Ammiano  says  he 
plans  to  introduce  legislation  in  May  to 
require  a  minimum  living  wage  for 
employees  of  City  contractors.  Nation- 
ally, 22  cities  have  passed  living  wage 
bills,  including  Oakland,  San  Jose, 
Los  Angeles,  Chicago  and  New  York. 

Hilda  Wade,  a  single  San  Francisco 
mother  with  a  10-year  old  daughter,  takes 
home  $900  a  month  working  full-time 
as  a  security  guard  for  a  private  firm 
contracted  by  the  city.  "I  am  working  a 
second  job  on  weekends  to  make  ends 
meet,"  she  says.  "The  cost  of  living  is 
so  high  in  this  city. ..there  have  been 
times  when  I  didn't  eat  but  my  daugh- 
ter did."  Wade  is  among  those  who  have 
asked  the  City  to  require  its  contractors 
to  pay  employees  a  living  wage.  More 
than  400  people  attended  and  spoke  at 
two  Board  hearings  on  the  issue. 

"Anyone  who  works  full-time  in  San 
Francisco  should  earn  enough  to  live  in 
San  Francisco,"  said  Father  Peter  Sam- 
mon  of  St.  Teresa's.  It's  a  matter  of  basic 
fairness." 

A  1996  study  cited  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  Bay  Area  Governments  ( ABAG) 
puts  the  minimum  self-sufficiency  wage 
for  a  single  parent  with  one  child  living 
in  San  Francisco  at  $  1 3  an  hour  for  work- 
ers with  health  benefits  and  $14.50  an 
hour  for  those  without.  That  works 
out  to  $477  a  week  in  take-home  pay  to 
cover  rent,  utilities,  food,  clothing,  trans- 
portation and  all  other  expenses  for  a 
family  of  two. 

Another  person  struggling  to  make 
ends  meet  in  San  Francisco  is  Nettie 
Caesar,  a  home-care  worker.  "I  take  care 
of  people  who  can't  take  care  of  them- 
selves. I  get  them  out  of  bed  in  the  mom-

ing,  I  wash  them,  get  them  ready  for 
breakfast,  clean  their  house  and  do  their 
laundry.  I  take  home  $250  a  week  work- 
ing full-time.  I  don't  see  how  people 
with  a  family  can  make  it.  I  know  how 
hard  it  is  for  one  person." 

Barry  Hermanson.  owner  of  an 
employment  service  in  the  Castro  and 
co-chair  of  the  Coalition  for  a  Living 
Wage  added,  "Businesses  have  done  just 
fine  in  the  other  cities  with  a  living  wage 
ordinance  and  they'll  do  just  fine  in  San 
Francisco." 

"It's  a  very  important  issue  that  we 
need  to  look  at  here  in  San  Francisco" 
says  Glen  Park  resident  Zoanne  Nord- 
strom. Ammiano,  president  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors,  also  spoke  out  at  the 
hearings.  "No  job  should  pay  less  than 
it  costs  to  survive,"  he  said.  "Our  tax 
dollars  should  not  be  used  to  subsidize 
poverty  wages.

I  am  thrilled  to  be  back  in  the  Cali- 
fornia State  Legislature  serving  the  res- 
idents of  San  Francisco  and  San  Mateo 
counties.  It  was  my  great  pleasure 
recently  to  meet  Zoanne  Nordstrom  and 
Richard  Craib,  who  took  me  on  a  very 
informative  tour  of  Glen  Canyon  Park. 
The  beauty  of  San  Francisco's  parks 
continually  astounds  me  and  I  am  com- 
mitted to  doing  all  I  can  to  help  main- 
tain and  preserve  our  city's  precious 
open  space. 

I'd  like  to  tell  you  about  some  of  the 
bills  I  am  carrying  this  year-legislation 
I  believe  will  improve  the  quality  of  life 
for  all  Californians. 

As  those  of  you  who  drink  milk  may 
already  know,  the  price  of  milk  in  Cal- 
ifornia's large  retail  grocery  stores  is  the 
highest  in  the  nation.  I  have  introduced 
SB  419,  which  would  repeal  a  30-year- 
old  law  that  prohibits  retail  grocers  from 
selling  milk  below  cost.  Right  now,  milk 
is  the  only  item  in  your  grocery  cart  that 
is  prohibited  from  being  advertised  as 
a  loss  leader.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  cost 
of  basic  nutritional  items  such  as  milk 
should  never  be  priced  so  high  that  con- 
sumers are  forced  to  do  without.  Until 
the  price  of  milk  comes  down,  it  pays 
to  shop  around.  The  price  of  milk  at 
your  small  corner  grocer  could  be  from 
$.40  to  $  1 .40  cheaper  than  [at]  the  large 
supermarket  chains! 

As  chair  of  the  Senate  Insurance 
Committee,  I  have  a  unique  opportunity 
to  help  shape  health  care  policy  for  the 


state.  It  is  my  intention  to  develop  and 
promote  policies  that  allow  doctors  and 
patients,  not  health  care  corporations, 
to  determine  the  types  of  medical  ser- 
vices that  are  needed.  SB  254  establishes 
an  external  independent  review  mech- 
anism for  persons  who  wish  to  contest 
medical  or  coverage  decisions  made  by 
their  HMO.  This  is  an  extremely  impor- 
tant new  protection  for  managed  care 
enrollees  who  believe  their  plan  has 
wrongfully  denied  them  important  med- 
ical treatment.  SB  260  prohibits  HMOs 
from  using  financial  incentives  such  as 
withholds  and  bonuses  that  could  affect 
a  physician's  decision  in  the  use  of  refer- 
rals and  hospital  services. 

There  are  many  more  bills  I'd  like  to 
tell  you  about,  but  space  is  at  a  premium!

Synergy 
School  Seeks 
Students

Some  major  construction  is  going  on 
at  25th  and  Valencia  streets.  When  the 
dust  settles  by  September,  the  completed 
building  and  newly  landscaped  grounds 
will  be  the  new  home  of  Synergy  School, 
a  progressive,  independent  institution 
founded  26  years  ago.  The  school,  which 
currently  serves  kindergartners  through 
6th  graders,  is  moving  from  its  home  on 
Grove  Street  near  Alamo  Square  Park 
so  that  it  can  expand  to  include  7th  and 
eventually  8th  grade  students.  Approx- 
imately 120  children  are  expected  to 
attend  Synergy's  new  home  in  the  fall. 

Synergy  School  has  a  rich  San  Fran- 
cisco history.  In  1973,  three  young  teach- 
ers had  a  vision  of  what  education  should 
provide  for  children  in  our  city;  they 


turned  their  dream  into  a  reality  by  found- 
ing Synergy  School.  When  it  opened  its 
doors  at  its  original  location  at  Castro 
and  24th  streets,  the  school  had  just  three 
teachers  and  20  students.  Although  it  is 
substantially  larger  now,  its  philosophy 
remains  unchanged:  to  provide  a  top- 
notch  education  to  students  while  help- 
ing them  to  blossom  as  individuals  and 
become  self-confident,  creative  learn- 
ers. Teachers  use  encouragement,  coop- 
eration, mutual  respect  and  ownership 
of  responsibility  as  they  work  with  stu- 
dents academically. 

Fittingly,  the  school's  organizational 
structure  reflects  its  educational  philos- 
ophy. Synergy  operates  collectively;  all 
teachers  at  the  school  are  both  directors 
on  its  board  and  classroom  instructors, 
and  all  decisions  are  made  with  the  par- 
ticipation of  everyone  in  the  collective.

Preschool 
Plans  for  Glen 
Park  Property

You  may  have  noticed  the  new  build- 
ing under  construction  next  to  the  library, 
and  you  might  even  be  aware  that  the 
space  will  be  occupied  by  Glen  Park 
Preschool,  an  infant  center,  and  a  resi- 
dence. It  is  not  likely,  however,  that  you 
know  of  the  rich  heritage  represented 
by  the  project  and  its  developers,  the 
family  of  Bill  and  Val  Tietz. 

In  1900,  10-year-old  Elise  Beneke, 
Bill  Tietz'  mother,  emigrated  with  her 
family  from  Germany  due  to  fear  of  mil- 
itarism. They  lived  at  657  Chenery, 


where  records  indicate  that  water  ser- 
vice was  first  installed  in  1872.  Elise 
delivered  milk  from  the  cows  that  were 
kept  underneath  their  house.  The  horses 
were  housed  in  the  stucco  building 
that  is  now  a  garage  behind  the  library 
building.  She  told  stories  of  seeing 
clouds  of  smoke  coming  from  down- 
town on  earthquake  day  in  1906  as  she 
walked  her  milk  route  to  customers  up 
the  hill. 

When  her  older  sister  lost  their  home 
on  Alabama  Street  they  bought  the 
vacant  lot  at  649  Chenery.  The  Red 
Cross  erected  a  two-room  "earthquake 
house,"  where  they  lived  until  1964.  At 
that  time  Bill  and  Val  purchased  the 
house  and  lot  from  his  cousin.  The  three 
adjacent  lots-the  library  and  the  lot  on 
either  side-have  been  in  the  family  now 
for  five  generations. 

Bill  worked  most  of  his  life  as  an 
architect  for  the  federal  government.  At 
the  age  of  17  he  had  already  won  two 
national  competitions  for  drafting. 
His  love  of  reading  was  related  to  the 
building  of  the  Glen  Park  Library.  Bill 
retired  at  age  75  and  died  two  years  ago 
before  the  completion  of  his  final  pro- 
ject at  649  Chenery.  It  was  Bill's  and 
Val's  dream  to  offer  the  library  the  oppor- 
tunity to  expand  into  the  main  level  of 
the  new  building  but  when  funds  could 
not  be  procured  the  offer  for  expan- 
sion was  extended  to  Glen  Park 
Preschool. 

Glen  Park  Preschool  has  operated  on 
Diamond  Street  for  eight  years.  Dur- 
ing that  time  I  have  completed  the  Mas- 
ter's Degree  program  in  Early  Child- 
hood Education  at  S.F.  State,  where  I 
met  my  friend  and  now  to  be  co-direc- 
tor, Judy  Heldberg.  We  hope  to  offer  a 
program  that  will  serve  children,  their 
families  and  the  community.  We  invite 
the  community  to  attend  the  grand  open- 
ing (around  the  first  of  August)  know- 
ing that  Bill,  whose  dream  will  be  real- 
ized, will  be  there  overseeing  all.
